The Fort Bays State Block and Bridle Club hosted 138 contestants 
from 15 schools from across the midwestem states* Schools from Colorado, 
Kansas, Missoure, Oklahoma, Texas, and Wyoming converged on FHSU for one 
of the largest judging comtests ever sponsored by the Block and Bridle 
at Fort Hays State University* 

Many of the junior colleges utilise the Block and Bridle contest to 
prepare their novice teams for the new judging season* In the last few 
years the contest has grown in size from just five or six teams to more 
than 30 teams that competed in the 1980 contest.
